GENERAL  INFORr^ATION  AND  REQUIREMENTS 

1,  Rehabilitation  proDOsals  may  be  submitted  for  one,  all,  or 
any  combination  of  properties  listed  in  this  offering. 

2.  A  suggested  Letter  of  Intent  is  included  in  this  kit  and  must 
accompany  each  submission  of  a  proposal  for  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  prooerties. 

3.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Authority  that  the  seven  (7) 
properties  shall  be  rehabilitated  for  residential  dwelling  units 

4,  Disposition  prices  of  the  properties  are  presently  being 
determined  by  independent  appraisers  and  are  not  criteria 
for  submission. 


Proposals  will  be  evaluated  on  the  basis  of  their  conformity 
with  the  reauirements  of  the  Developer's  Kit,  State  and 
City  Building  and  Zoning  Codes  and  with  the  Land  Use  and 
Building  Controls  of  the  Kittredge  Square  (^'^ss.  R-167) 
Urban  Renewal  Plan.

All  proposals  shall   conform  to  the  suggested  Letter  of  Intent  outlined 
on  the  following  page  and  shall   include  the  following: 

(a)  The  developer's  name  and  address,  breakdown  of  rehabilitation 
costs,  bank  references,  statement  of  available  funds,  name  of 
contractor  and  architect  to  be  used  and  a  timetable  for  completion 
of  the  proposed  rehabilitation.      If  the  developer  is  a  contractor, 
the  name  of  the  corporate  organization,  address,  principal   officer 
and  financial   backers,  previous  development  experience  (location, 
costs,  architect,  contractors  and  references)   should  be  included. 

(b)  Address  of  property  proposed  for  rehabilitation. 

(c)  Statement  that  the  developer  intends  to  rehabilitate  the  property 
in  accordance  with  controls  of  the  developer's  kit. 
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(d)  Statement  that  the  developer  intends  to  work  with  the  COMMUNITY  in 
making  housing  available  to  community  residents. 

(e)  Proposed  method  of  financing  rehabilitation. 

(f)  Name  of  architect  to  be  retained  if  designated  developer. 

(g)  Completed  Public  Disclosure  Forms  HUD  -  6004. 


REHABILITATION  REOUI  P.Ef-'ENTS 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Authority  that  the  rehabilitation  activity 
in  the  Kittredge  Square  Urban  Renewal  Area  will  create  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  structures,  providing  the  greatest  degree  of 
amenity,  usefulness,  and  livability  for  the  occupants  and  users 
thereof,  and  provide  a  more  wholesome  framework  of  environmental 
conditions  better  suited  to  meet  the  requirements  of  contemporary 
living.   Compliance  with  all  City  Codes  is  also  reauired. 

A  general  rehabilitation  guide  has  been  included  in  this  developer's 
kit  and  is  intended  as  a  guide  to  rehabilitation  planning  for  the 
developer  making  a  proposal.   A  copy  of  the  Kittredge  Souare 
Urban  Renewal  Plan;  Chapter  403   Rehabilitation,  has  also  been 
included  as  a  guide. 

DESIGN  REQUIREMENTS 


1.  The  Kittredge  Square  Area  has  been  determined  as  eligible  for 
listing  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

2.  It  should  be  emphasized  that  only  straightforward  exterior 
treatments  which  recognize  the  inherent  characteristics  of 
these  buildings  are  allowed.   Any  attempts  to  change  the  basic 
character  will  be  rejected. 

3.  Staff  members  of  the  Authority  will  be  available  for  consul- 
tation with  prospective  developers  and  their  architects. 
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4.   Interested  developers  should  submit  the  name  of  the  architect 
or  architectural  firm  they  intend  to  engage,  if  any,  when 
submitting  their  Letter  of  Intent. 


5.   All  proposals  are  subject  to  design  review,  comment  and 

approval  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  prior  to  dis- 
position of  the  parcels. 
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DESIGN  AMD  PLANNING  neJECTIVES 

1.  AH  brick  and  masonry  shall  be  cleaned  and  invisibly  patched 
where  necessary.  All  new  work  must  match  existing  in  color, 
sizeandbond. 

2.  Exterior  brick  and  masonry  shall  not  be  painted.   When  already 
painted,  paint  shall  be  removed. 

3.  No  bright  metal  is  allowed  for  window  or  door  frames,  gutters, 
downspouts,  or  in  any  other  element. 

4.  All  exterior  color  samples  must  be  submitted  to  the  Authority 
for  approval  . 

5.  No  additions  to  the  building  will  be  allowed  beyond  the  exist- 
ing property  lines.   This  includes  air  conditioning  units. 

6.  All  exhaust  fans  must  be  vented  upward  to  the  roof. 


7.   All  original  openings  must  be  preserved, 
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SPECIAL  OBJECTIVES,  CONDITIONS  AND  CONTROLS 

The  properties  being  offered  are  currently  being  appraised  by 
independent  appraisers  and  will  be  sold  subseauent  to  Federal 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  concurrence  on 
price. 


2.   The  properties  to  be  rehabilitated  will  come  under  the 

Kittredge  Square  Urban  Renewal  Plan  guidelines,  Chanter  403 
Rehabilitation,   contained  in  this  kit. 


LEGAL  AND  FINANCIAL  ABILITY 


The  developer  will  be  required  to  soecify  the  form  of  entity  that 
will  take  title  to  the  property,  cause  the  property  to  be 
rehabilitated  and/or  rent  the  completed  units.   The  developer  will 
be  required  to  demonstrate  that  he  has  the  authority  to  carry  out 
these  activities.   He  will  also  be  reouired  to  indicate  the  type 
of  financing  program  contemplated  to  complete  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  property.

All  development  proposals  will  be  judged,  among  other  things,  in  accordance 
with  the  stated  criteria;  with  special   consideration  being  given  to:

2.  Developers  who  provide  economic  rentals  consistent  with  comnunity 
objectives,    i.e.    decent,    safe,    sanitary    housina    at    reasonable 
rents    for    residents    of   the    Community.

GENERAL  NOTES 


DEM0UT10N: 


1,  Remove  ail  existing  piaster  where  necessary,  wood  or  metal  sheathing  on  walls  or  cellTncs, 
wood  or  metal  partitions,  doors  and  nsfrigerator  boxes,  plumbing  fixtures,  supply  lines,  waste 
snd  vent  stacks,  wiring  and  fuse  boxes,  heating  systems  and  fixtures,  elevator  machinery, 
guide  rails,  penthouses,  roof  covering  and  stair  stringers.  All  of  the  demolition  debris  is  to 
be  removed  from  the-  site  by  the  contractor.  Masonry  fillers  on  wood  or  plank  floors  shall 
be  treated,  repaired,  or  removed,  as  appropriate. 

EXTERIOR  WALLS: 

"L  Remodel  front  wall  at  first  floor  level.  Install  new  entrancs  door  and  frame  with  appropriate 
ade.  lights.  Door  hardware  to  include  self  closing  device,  rigid  hardware,  screwiess  shank, 
buzzer  and  striker  r/pe  lock  and  must  be  operable  in  the  direction  of  egress  from  the  ir^ide 
without  the  use  of  a  key. 

2,  Repair  and  point  masonry  walls.  Including  sills  and  lintels.  Mortar  used  In  pointing  shall 
natch  the  existing  mortar  as  closely  as  possible.  Masonry  walls  shall  be  washed  dov/n  with 
an  appropriate  solution  or  steam  cleaned  after  pointing  has  besn  completed.  Defective  or 
ruptured  masonry  sections  shall  be  rebuilt  to  match  existing  sound  sections.

5  feet  in  the  tub  enclosure,  A  lighted  medicine  cabinet,  hollow  core  door  with  bathroom 
passage  set,  and  mechanical  ventilation,  switched  with  ceiling  light,  shall  be  installed.

8,  Apartment  entrance  doors  shall  conform  to  all  fire

1,  Install  a  completely  new  heating  system  with  adequate  radiation  in  ail  apartments  and  public 
spacss.-Each  living  unit  shall  be  separately  zoned.  Heating  mttcd  andfuei  shall  be  selected 
by  the  developer. 

2,  Install  a  central  or  individual   domestic  hot  water  system  to  service  each   living  unit.

3,  All  heating  and  hot  v/ater  installation  shall  be  performed  in  strict  accordance  v/ith  local 
and  state  codes  regulations. 
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ELECTRICAL: 


1.  Install  a  ccmpletsly  new  eiectric  service,  including  v/iring,  plates,  switches,  meter  troughs 
and  sockets,  panels,  circuits,  fixtures,  outlets,  etc.  Materials  and  workmanship  shall  conform 
with  the  National   Electric  Code  and  the  requirements  of  the  Boston   Edison   Company, 

2.  install  3  #1  wires  in  1  1/2"  corrduit  to  each  apartment  and  locate  an  8  circuit  panel  box 
Inside  the  apartment-  Seoarate  circuits  are  to  be  installed  for  kitchen  range,  appliance  cutlets,

3.  Convenience  outlets  are  to  be  located  not  more  than  12  feet  apart,  so  that  they  will  not 
be  more  than  6  feet  from  any  point  in  the  perimeter  of /the  room.  Outlets  are  not  to  be 

.  located  behind  the  swing  of  a  door  In  the  open  position.  Emergenc/  lights  shall  be  Installed 
at  each  floor  landing  and  first  floor  vestibule  per  Ss  627.0  of  the  Building  Code.  Wiring 
for  convenience  outlets  shall  be  run  in  approved  race'.vays  when  located  on  exposed  masonry 
walL 

4.  Hall  and  basement  lighting  circuits  shall  be  metered  on  a  single,  separate  meter  or  tied  into 
the  owners^  meter.  Permanent  lighting  fixtures  shall  be  installed  in  ail  utility  spaces. 

5.  Temporary  light  and  power  shall  be  supplied  during  the  coursa  of  the  rshafailltaticn  work, 

6.  Permanent  lighting  fixtures  shall  be  installed  at  yard  or  alley  spaces  requiring  illumination. 

GENERAL  NOTES: 

The  following  General   Notes  are  those  that  are  usually  part  of  a  rehab  work  write-up  In  an 
Urban   Renewal   Area,  where  the  work  is  performed  under  a   Direct  Federal   Rehab   Loan: 

1.  Ail  work  m.ust  be  done  In  accordance  with  the  "Basic  General  Conditions  and  Specifications" 
■dated  January,  1372,  and  prepared  by  the  Boston   Redevelopment  Authorir/. 

Z  Ail  work  to  be  done  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Building  Code  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 

3,  Permits  and  licenses  shall  be  supplied  by  the  contractor  unless  otherwise  specified, 

4,  The  Contractor  shall  be  permitted  to  work  a  minimum  of  eight  (S)   hours  a  day. 

5,  All  measurements  are  approximate  and  are  to  be  verified  by  the  Contractor  on  the  Job, 

6,  All  exterior  repair  work  shall  be  covered  with  a  prime  coat  of  paint. 

7,  The  owner  will  select  all  colors  throughout. 

8,  Debris  shall  not  be  permitted  to  accumulate,  and  the  work  shall  at  all  times  be  kept 
satisfactorily  clean. 
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9.  The  decision  for  locations  of  any  electrical  outlets  will  rest  v/ith  the  hor7:eowner  provided 
said  locations  meet  the  iNational  Electrical  Code  and  are  approved  by  a  representative  of 
the  Boston   Redevelopment  Authorir/. 

10.  When  puncturing  wails  or  ceilings  is  necessary  to  facilitate  the  fishing  or  Installation  of 
electrical  lines  or  drcuits,  the  areas  which  are  involved  must  be  refinished  to  their  former 
condition, 

11.  Labor  for  Installation  of  all  items  shall  be  included  In  the  contract  price.  Including  those 
items  listed  under  "Allowances."   'i  aoy.. 
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CHAPTER  IV:     PROJECT  PROPOSALS 

Section  403:     Rehabilitation  Standards
